Russian Reports Most Meager, But 


London Reports Defeat of Ger- 


mans Near Riga—War In 


West Progressing. 


London, Nov. 23.—The latest news 


from the Balkans has revived hope in 
England that Monastir may hold out 
long enough to enable French and 
British forces to effect a Junction with 
I he Serbians. The Rome and London 
legations of Serbia have received re- 
ports of a great Serbian victory north- 
,rast of Prastina, but as these advices 
ffrve neither details nor date, there 
*'™re doubts as to their importance. 
'• 
The seat of the Serbian government 
has again been shifted, on this occas- 
ion to Prisrend, .-while the diplomatic 
corps has moved to Fetch, Montenegro, 
A message from Constantinople by 
way of Germany reported the resump- 
tion of violent offensive by allies on 
the Dardanelles. 
No 'confirmation of 
this report has been received. 
% 
Except for the Russian announce- 
ment of the repulse of the Germans in 
front of Riga, nothing of Importance 
has reached the public from the east- 
ern lino. British artillery is busy on 
the western front, 
where the only 
other activities of late has been mining 
and aerial operations. 
Roumania again •figures in news of 
the diplomatic situation. It is report- 
ed the central powers are about to 
make a formal request to Bucharest 
government to maintain its neutrality, 
but are offering certain'concessions if 
that nation will intervene in the war 
on their side. 
"The general situation of the Ser- 
bians, though unsatisfactory, 'does not 
exclude the possibility of safe retreat 
to the south and maintenance of com- 
munications with the French and 
British." 


This announcement is so much at 
variance with recent reports as to 
suggest it may have been delayed sev- 
eral days in transit between Athens 
and London.

Austrian Consulate asking If It could 
find some means of sending over these 
additional three boxes. The Consul- 
ate, through the courtesy of Mrs. 
Kurd and Mr. Wed*, were able 
to 
make arrangements for this shipment. 
Ttoe steamer was to sail on the 1st of 
June, early in the morning. The 31st 
of May was a holiday, ana our agent 
requested that these boxes be taken 
by thn Consulate on Saturday, as the 
warehouse would not be open on Sun- 
day and Monday and there would not 
be time Tuesday morning, June let 
to get the boxes from Brooklyn, to Ho- 
boken. It was, therefore. In compli- 
ance with the request of the agent 
of the Red Cross that the Consulate 
sent for the boxes on Saturday, hold- 
ing them until early Tuesday, when 
they were sent to the steamer."

In view of 
this prevalence of incendiarism the 
police had long been on their guards, 
but it was not until September 11 last 
that they confirmed- their suspicions 
by the alleged confession of Herbert 
O. Baker, a fire insurance agent. 
Baker was arrested on the night ol 
September 11, a few hours after four 
men, afterward referred to as "torch- 
es" were taken as they were unload- 
ing four barrels 
of gasoline at the 
plant of the Christen Bellows Manu- 
facturing Co.

The arrest of these four men was 
due to the fact that the head of the 
firm had revealed details of a plot to 
have his own factory fired—a plot 
which he told the police had been 
proposed to him by an insurance man 
and which he pretented to enter in- 
to in order to assist the police in the 
detection of the guilty. 


After Baker had made a statement 
to the police, it was announced at 
detective headquarters that Baker had 
revealed, not the existence of an
